The Peace Treaty which has been concluded between Germany, | ais The Late Professor Hermann Cohex

Jews will not receive political equality, and it is difficult to understand how 
Rumania intends to deal with the Jews of Bessarabia should that country be 


united with it. It will be impossible to refuse rights to the Bessarabian Jews, . 
and all sorts of difficulties would arise if rights were granted to those. 
Jews whilst refusing them to Rumanian Jews, - The whole matter is very com- 

licated and serious, and in order to clear the situation the Committee Pro Causa | 
Tada has issued a brochure dealing at length with the Jewish question in 
Rumania.- The brochure has been issued in both French-and Germaa, and all 
Legations and Consulates 1 in have receiv ed copies.

Apparently, however, the Church does not in the least mind being “ disloyal,” 
in the sense we have indicated, so long as its adherents are loyal to what they 


Thus upon a report of a special Com- 
mittee, drafted evidently with the idea of bringing the practice of the Church in 
accord with the law of the land, Archdeacon Lindsay said the Church had never.

It is, surely, impossible to 
divorce wickedness trom its perpetrators. The wickedness of an act resides 


not in the act itself, but in the haman mind whica originates it. .When 

men deliberately direct their

-to. ev ends, they become not objects of pity, but of punishment. The law 


punishes evil-doers every day. To pily or forgive their crimes -would be a 
tnis-p'ace? generosity, a generosity that. would work more harm to the 
humat .ace than good. There is nothing left for us but to exterminate 
-men who act like wild beasts, or to pray for their extermination. . Pity isa 
divine quality, but it must be reserved for the wretched victims of 
oppression, not for the authors of it. Crime must be punished. To 
condone it is to compromise with and to share in its moral responsibility. 
As all experience shows, deliberate misdeeds which go unpunished and 
unvisited beget fresh misdeeds. The malefactor, feeling himself safe from 
vengeance and loathing, is encouraged to persevere in wrong-doing by the 
very immunity be enjoys. The divinely ordained punishment for murder 
is clear and explicit: “He who sheddeth man’s 
blood be shed. Even from mine altar thou shalt take him to die.” The 
sanctity of human life knows no other safeguard. A famous Victorian 
divine, Charles Kingsley, has some notable words on this subject in a 
sermon on “David's Anger.”’ He says: ‘I have yet to discover that 


-eindignatiow against wrong is aught but righteous, noble and divine. The’ 


flush of rage and scorn which rises, and ought to rise, when we see a 
_woman or achild ill-used, a poor man wronged or crushed—what is that 
“put the inspiration of Almighty God? Woe to the man who has lost that 
Woe to the man who can stand coolly by and see wrong done 
without a shock or.a murmur, or even more to the very limits of the just 
law of this land. He may thiok it a fine thing so to do; a proof that he is 


“an easy, prudent man of the world, and not a meddlesome enthusiast. But

hard apprenticeship under, well-trained, trustworthy teachers, and. Zionists 
declared that they desired the supreme. political authority in Palestine to be 
vested in oae cf the civilised democratic Powers, which should be selected for 
this purpose by the League of Nations.. He-desired this Power to hold Palestine 
in trust until the population Lecame capable of self-government. It was not for 
him to say at the present stage which Power it should be; but before long Jewry 


at any rate would make up its mind, and when the happy day of peace dawned it - 


But he wishedto 
say at once that Zionists did not believe that the internationalisation cf Palestine | 


would raise its voice and speak its opinion on this vital, point, 


or any partition, or any form of dual, or multiple politica! control could benefit. 
or be tolerated in the country. I alestine in its integrity must have one just and 
fair responsible guardian and-only one... Zionists watched with deepest sympathy 
and profound interest the struggle for freedom which the ancient Arab race was 
now waging. To the North the Armenian nation, which at the present moment 
was paying the bloodiest toll to a cruel enemy, would rise triumphanily to claim 
justice and the right to live in peaceon the soil which was being drenched with the 
blood of its best sons. He felt that these three nations, Arabs, Jews, and Armenians, 
who lad suffered most in the world bad perhaps of all nations the highest claim 
to a life of their own, to a. life of freedom and peaceful development. 
He wanted also, and here he referred to what he regarded as the coping-stone of 


his present work, to make Palestine once more a fountain of knowledge and 
idealism through the creation of a Hebrew University at Jerusalem, a great 


intellectual centre open to all mankind in which the ancient truths of the prophets 
would again obtain expression in modern form. In all this work, intellectual. 
and. agricultural, Zionists would not be injuring their neighbours in Palestine. 
On the contrary, they would be helping them to a richer and fuller life. The 
City of Jerusalem was for Jews a Holy Shrine. For that reason, if for that alone, 


Jews were able to respect the sentiments of others for whom Jerusalem was 


sacred. They wished to interfere in no way with the Holy Places to which the 
hearis of Moslems and Christians turned with reverence. A message of goodwill 
going forth that night from Jerusalem would do much to allay fears and to bring 
to the stricken masses of their fellow-men the hope of a new and better world. — 

Dr. Weizmann's speech was received with applause. It was then trans- 
lated by the Governer into Arabic for the Grand Mufti, who made a sympa- 
thetic reply, also in Arabic, in which he stated that he was convinced of the 
sincerity of the Zionist.

A Visit to Jerusalem. 


ho Leo Goldwater, B.A., writing to his brother in England from Palestine. 


says: “ The event of greatest importance is my visit to Jerusalem. I went for 


- two days last week. There's no railway, so we had to go by road. That: was 


fortunate, for we had a box-car placed at our disposal and we had the finest ride 
I've ever experienced. You've seen pictures of mountain scenery in Switzerland 
or Italy and a motor car running right on the top or on the sides of the hills: 
For three hours of sheer delight we were winding in and 
out of valleys and up and down the Judean hills, zig-zagging—in one place there 


are no less than nine sharp turns in about 300 yards—and climbing, running 


‘sometimes on the very top of the bills from where in the. far distance you could 
see Jaffa and the sea, and sometimes in among precipices. The road is a bad 
Turkish one, but the bumps only added to the enjoyment of the ride. It was 


certainly the finest ride I've ever had, and I think I enjoyed it even more than I 


did Jerusalem itself. At Jerusalem I saw most of what I wanted to see; it was 
impossible to see everything because of police, guards; and restrictions. 
Of course my knowledge of German came in extremely useful, and several 
of the inhabitants looked dumbfounded to hear German -from an English 
soldier's lips. We heard) some awful tales of the ‘treatment the 
inhabitants received at the hands of the Turks—how men hid for 
two solid years in a room without even a window in it, in order to escape the 
Turkish Army, how they suffered from hunger and from disease:. They are at 
last free, and quite a number of young Jewish chaps are celebrating the event by 
joining the British Army. There was at least one Jewish family whom. we made 
happy. I bet they have not laughed so heartily for three years, and we made them 
forget all about the War for a few hours. 
ever I went, and really hearty invitations were issued to me to.spend Pesach with 
them. The girls all talk Hebrew, of course, besides heaps of other languages. 
We had aruninto Bethlehem and had a look into the very fields where Ruth, 


Naomi, and Boaz lived their wonderful story. I rather like Bethlehem more than 


Jerusalem.: Then we went home again, beginning with a down hill run of nearly 
five miles~that was fine, You should have seen the look of surprise on the face 


_ of one old boy as we tore past him and | shouted ‘' Gut Shabbos’ (it was Friday 


afternoon). As you see, I had a really good time. The people, i.¢., the Jews, 
are of course highly delighted with the British Government's decision to hand the 
country over to them, and they are going to do all sorts of wonders. Anyhow, 


I'm sure they will make a greater success of the country than the Turks did.”

Sirk,—As it has been my privilege to look after the interests of the Jewish 


- soldiers stationed in the Ipswich area, I should like to inform Pte. Radam that 


divine service for the Jewish soldiers was conducted every Sabbath until a 
short time ago. At my request the military authorities granted special permission 
for all Jews-to attend service in the Excelsior Club. The order, as far as [am 
aware, has never been cancelled. 


At first the services were very well attended, but after sometime the numbers 


fell off, until it was difficult to obtain the usual quorum. The Rev. Walter 


Levin and I visited the military headquarters in the town, and we were 
then informed that all the men had been granted leave to attend every Sabbath. 
Unfortunately they took advantage of the special privileges extended to them, 
and used their leave for their own purposes. I did not, however, wish to discontinue 
the services. A special meeting was arranged in the Parochial Hall early 
in January last, but not a single soldier from any unit in the area attended. We 
again visited the headquarters of the various regiments, and we were then 
informed that many battalions were in process of demobilisation, and for a time it 
would be impracticable to continue the services.. In February last there were 
some sixteen Jews scattered in various units. No reports of Jewish soldiers were
